Leone  may 
continue  as  Cohasset  wrest- 
ling coach  but  probably  not  as 
Scituate  mat  aide  and  obvious- 
ly not  as  Sailor  grid  assis- 
tant. 

Leone,  who  lives  in  Carver 
and  is  a graduate  of  Norw  ich 
tree  Academv.  his  Connecti- 


cut home  town,  and  Boston 
College,  is  34.  He  succeeds 
Dennis  Walsh,  who  resigned 
after  two  seasons  in  order  to 
continue  master's  studies  but 
will  continue  his  teaching 
duties. 

Walsh  in  his  two  seasons 
compiled  a 5-5  record  in  1977 
and  2-7  last  season. 

Leone  hopes  his  exposure  at 
Cohasset  as  an  assistant  will 
generate  interest  and  increase 
the  turnout  for  football  next 
fall. 

"1  hope  the  students  I know 


will  spread  the  word  and  get 
kids  to  come  out."  he  said. 
"I’ve  met  a lot  of  them  and 
had  25  out  for  wrestling. 
There's  pride  and  tradition  in 
Cohasset.  I've  always  wanted 
to  coach  football  and  am 
looking  forward  to  it." 

At  Boston  college.  Leone 
w as  All-East  his  senior  year  as 
a linebacker  and  won  the 
Scanlon  Scholar  - Athlete 
award.

and  Dillon  in  the  pole  vault 
and  a sixth  by  the  mile  relay 
quartet.

India  Turner  posted  a 
record  clocking  of  15.6  in  the 
100  meter  hurdles  for  Cohas- 
set in  the  South  Shore 
Principals  meet  at  Norwell  last 
week. 

The  only  other  Cohasset 
points  came  on  a first  in  the 
long  jump  by  O'Brien  who 
leaped  15-7  1/2. 


While  finishing  fourth 
behind  winner  and  host  Nor- 
well  and  Duxbury  and  Abing- 
ton which  tied  for  second 
place.  Cohasset's  girls  track 
team  satisfied  Coach  Tom 
O'Neil  with  its  53  point  per- 
formance in  the  South  Shore 
Meet  last  week  and  eight 
placements  in  the  state  meet, 
yet  to  come. 

"That's  the  most  we’ve 
ever  placed  in  the  states." 
explained  O'Neil,  whose 
charges  didn’t  have  the  depth 
to  contest  Norwell's  123  points 
and  the  86  each  for  Duxbury 
and  Abington. 

Over  the  season,  Cohasset 


won  five  meets  and  lost  only 
three  — once  each  tn  Norwell, 
Abington  and  Duxbury. 

The  Skippers  won  two 
events  last  week  with  Mary  Jo 
Mahoney  taking  the  mile  in 
5:41  and  the  mile  relay  quartet 
winning  its  event  when  Dux- 
bury was  disqualified. 

Other  Skipper  points  were 
posted  on  seconds  by  Turner 
in  hurdles  and  O'Brien,  in  the 
long  jump  . 

Third  place  points  came 
from:  Clinton,  two-mile; 
fourths  from  Carroll,  220  and 
Parziale,  440;  fifth  by  O'Brien, 
440  and  Gumis,  880  and  a 
sixth  by  Birman,  high  jump.
